Tia-Marie’s special gift 
for terror attack victim

A 5-YEAR-OLD schoolgirl who 
appealed to Ely News readers for 
help in sending a gift to a little boy 
left in a coma after the Nice ter¬ 
ror attack, has had her wish come 
true. 

Tia-Marie Pyne was so upset by 
the images she saw on the news of 
Denis Coman, who was orphaned 
and injured by a lorry during the 
attack last July, that she decided to 
do something to help. 

She got to work making a spe¬ 
cial teddy for the 8-year-old, but 
the Erith Primary School pupil 
had one problem, she didn’t know 
where to send it. 

Following an appeal in the Ely 
News in August, an Oxford doctor 
of physics, Joanna Ashbourn, read 
the article and stepped in to help 
find the address. 

The bear has now been sent to 
a social worker caring for Denis in 
France, who has agreed to pass it 
on. 

Last week, Tia wrapped the bear 
in tissue and posted her teddy to 
Denis, making her wish come true 
just in time for Christmas. 

She included a note in the par¬ 
cel, telling Denis she didn’t like

to think he was poorly in hospital 
and that she hoped he got better 
very soon. 

Speaking to the News, Tia-Ma- 
rie said: “I think he will like it and 
if he is poorly he can snuggle up 
with him. 

“I made it because it will make 
him feel better.” 

Tia-Marie’s mum Amie-Louise, 
28, says she is very proud of her 
little girl, who she described as a 
very bubbly and caring person, 
who doesn’t like anyone being up¬ 
set or knowing anyone is in hospi¬ 
tal. 

She said: “She was very excited 
to send it off. She’d taken the bear 
into school to show her friends 
and she showed it at assembly to 
say that she was going to send it 
off. Now she has gone into school 
telling everyone that she has 
found the little boy and has post¬ 
ed it. I am very proud of her.” 

Tia-Marie, who lives with her 
mum in Haddenham, has called 
the bear Sven after the reindeer in 
Disney’s Frozen. 

Her grandmother recalled the 



problems they had in sending the 
gift and expressed her gratitude to 
Joanna for her help. 

She said: “Tia-Marie decided to 
make it and we said ‘that’s lovely’ 
and we asked around, but we just 
didn’t know how to get it there. 
The information is withheld on 
the TV so we were a bit of a lost 
cause. 

“So Tia-Marie kept it on top of 
the wardrobe and didn’t touch it. 
I thought it would be sitting there 
forever and Tia-Marie kept saying 
‘it hasn’t gone yet’ and then the 
paper rang. 

“She was very excited and put 
it in the box and said to me ‘it’s 
going nana, it’s going, it’s going a 
long way to get to him’.” 

Speaking about the story Dr 
Ashbourn, who has a 4-year- 
old son, said she read the article 
shortly after the tragedy in Nice 
and was moved to help. 

“I have to do a lot of research 
to do things and I thought ‘well it 
can’t be that hard’, you just have to 
know what you are looking for. I 
am really pleased and happy that 
Tia-Marie has had her wish come 
true just in time for Christmas, 
and I really hope Denis gets it and 
knows that other people are think¬ 
ing about him and wish him well.”

WI takes a dim 
view over lights 


MEMBERS of an Ely WI 
group have expressed con¬ 
cerns over the dangers 
posed by dimly lit streets. 

The president of Ely City 
WI, Sarah Mascall, said 
street lights in Ely were 
so dim between dusk and 
10pm that WI members 
had taken to using torches 
- a move reminiscent of the 
post war 1950s. 

She said conditions had 
become so poor, they had 
hampered members’ at¬ 
tempts to attend evening 
functions due to the dan¬ 
gers posed by uneven foot¬ 
ways. 

Cambridgeshire County 
Council decided in Febru¬ 
ary to switch off and dim 
street lights across the re¬ 
gion. 

From April 2 street lights 
were switched off between 
2am and 6am. All county 
council-owned lights were 
dimmed by around 60 per 
cent with town and parish 
councils given the option to 
pay a fee to have their lights 
kept on. 

Since then, the move 
has been blasted by con¬ 
cerned residents, leading 
to the county council to re- 
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verse the decision, calling 
it “wrong” at a meeting last 
week. 

But in Ely the problem 
still exists. 

Ms Mascall said: “The use 
of torches in the streets of 
Ely, last seen in high num¬ 
bers in the 1950s, are mak¬ 
ing an unwelcome return as 
walking on the many une¬ 
ven footways is much more 
challenging, not just for the 
elderly, but so many other 
residents out walking. 

“We are fully aware that 
street lighting in Ely and 
other large towns in the 
county are now controlled 
via a central management 
system where each street 
light or group of lights can 
be individually adjusted to 
predetermined levels.” 

She added: “It seems very 
obvious that whilst some 
streets are well lit others 
are considerably under lit. 
In some streets there are 
long dark areas where lights 
have unfortunately been re¬ 
moved and the spacing not 


adjusted between remain¬ 
ing lights.” 

The main pedestrian 
route to the rail station, 
Back Hill, was highlighted 
as of particular concern, as 
well as Annesdale, Crom¬ 
well Road, West End, Field- 
side, New Barns Avenue, 
New Barns Road, Mulberry 
Way and Canute Crescent. 

At a meeting at Shire Hall 
last week Cambridgeshire 
County Council leader Ste- 
ver Count said: “It’s clear 
there have been some con¬ 
cerns about the switch off 
and dimming while at the 
same time some communi¬ 
ties welcomed it.” 

The council agreed to 
support the motion to re¬ 
verse the decision regard¬ 
ing the street lights. Some 
members asked that solu¬ 
tions be found to meet the 
needs of communities who 
don’t want the lights on or 
welcomed some degree of 
flexibility.

TRANSPORT 

Work set to start 
on £36m bypass 


WORK is set to start in Janu¬ 
ary on the £36 million Ely 
Southern Bypass. 

Contractors have been 
commissioned by Cam¬ 
bridgeshire County Council 
to start building the road 
next month after the final 
designs were finished. 

The new road, which is 
set to open in spring 2018, 
has been designed to allevi¬ 
ate congested areas of the 
city, often blighted by grid¬ 
locks. 

Currently the roads near 
Ely station suffer from 
congestion as heavy goods 
vehicles are forced to use 
a level crossing, which is 
often closed due to rail im¬ 
provements. 

The new route will bypass 
the railway level crossing, 
as well as the low-bridge 
underpass, by providing a 
new link between Stuntney 
Causeway and Angel Drove 
to the south of the city. 

Preparatory works are set 
to start on January 9 to mark 
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out the site area to build the 
1.7km road, which will in¬ 
clude two new bridges to 
cross the River Ouse and its 
flood plain, as well as addi¬ 
tional railway lines. 

Following the prepara¬ 
tory and clearing work, 
construction should start as 
early as March. Bottlenecks 
have become a top bugbear 
for residents, who have 
been calling for the new by¬ 
pass to be built since con¬ 
sultations held in 2011. 

Contractor Volker Fizt- 
patrick was awarded the 
design contract last Au¬ 
gust. It has now been com¬ 
missioned to start work on 
delivering the scheme in 
January - weather depend¬ 
ent. Work since August has 
included finalising engi¬ 
neering designs, site inves¬ 
tigations and using this in¬ 


formation to refine the cost 
of the scheme. 

Cambridgeshire County 
Councillor Ian Bates, chair¬ 
man of the economy and 
environment committee, 
said: “It is clear from the 
public consultations that 
this bypass is much needed 
in the area. 

“I welcome the news that 
we can now get diggers on 
the ground in the New Year 
and make a start on this 
vital link, which will help 
boost the local economy. 

“I would also like to thank 
all the partners that have 
helped fund this scheme 
and make it a reality. 

“Not only will it benefit 
East Cambridgeshire but 
also further afield helping 
local businesses and resi¬ 
dents.” 

The Department for 
Transport has confirmed 
that £16 million of the 
Growth Fund provided to 
Greater Cambridge can be 
used for the scheme.

Safety 
concerns 
after fatal 
accident

CALLS for a safety investigation have been 
made after a horror crash in which a person 
died. 

Four cars and a lorry were involved in the 
crash on the A142 near Mepal - claiming a 
life and leaving three others injured, one se¬ 
riously. 

The crash happened between the Mepal 
Long Highway junction and the B1381 Ely 
Road junction at about 6am on Tuesday, 
which paralysed much of the county’s road 
network, with the A142 closed in both direc¬ 
tions. 

Four ambulances, two rapid response ve¬ 
hicles and a Magpas vehicle were sent to the 
scene and the three injured were taken to Ad¬ 
denbrooke’s. 

A fire service spokesman said crews from 
Manea and Chatteris also attended the inci¬ 
dent and cut down trees to help free casual¬ 
ties. 

Traffic was diverted via Sutton, Earith, Will¬ 
ingham and Huntingdon and jams built up 
on other trunk roads, including the A1123. 
The A10 and A14 were also affected. 

While police investigate the cause, a sen¬ 
ior East Cambridgeshire district councillor 
is calling for a safety review of that stretch of 
road. 

It has been the scene of several serious in¬ 
cidents in recent years. In fune this year, a 
motorcyclist was killed after a collision with 
a van on the A142 near Mepal. That too led 
to the road being closed for several hours. In 
2014, there was another fatal incident involv¬ 
ing a lorry on the same road, near the Mepal 
Outdoor Centre. 

Cllr Anna Bailey, who represents the Down- 
hams ward on the district council, said: "I’m 
thinking about the families. This is a dreadful 
time of year for this kind of thing to happen 
and clearly there are a number of accidents 
now stacking up on that piece of road and 
it is something that needs to be looked at in 
terms of its safety record.” 

A spokesman for Cambridgeshire County 
Council said: “At this time our thoughts are 
with all those involved as well as their friends 
and families. It would be wrong of us to com¬ 
ment on this latest collision until the police 
finish their investigations. But we, as always, 
work with them closely and look at any ac¬ 
tion that could be taken. 

“As part of our routine work looking at 
collisions and risks on major routes across 
Cambridgeshire the A142 is scheduled to be 
reviewed in the New Year. This will look at the 
causes of recent collisions and include the 
route between Ely and Chatteris.”

A PETITION in support of sav¬ 
ing three minor injuries units 
has been handed to MP for South 
East Cambridgeshire Lucy Frazer. 

The future of the minor injuries 
units (MIU) at Ely Doddington 
and Wisbech has hung in the bal¬ 
ance since a leaked NHS report 
last year threatened them with 
closure as part of proposed NHS 
efficiency savings. 

Concerned emergency care 
services at the Princess of Wales 
Hospital in Ely would close, resi¬ 
dent Emma Watson started a pe¬ 
tition to put pressure on the Cam¬ 
bridgeshire and Peterborough 
Clinical Commissioning Group 
(CCG) to reconsider the plans. 

Thousands of signatures were 
collected on Ely’s Market Place 
and at public buildings through¬ 
out the district, including 700 sig¬ 
natures collected in Haddenham 
by campaigners Olive Phelps and 
the late Geraldine Smith. 

Activist Helen Wright said every 
signature on the petition repre¬ 
sented the strength of feeling in 
support of retaining the MIUs. 
She added a frequent concern

of the signatories was whether 
they’d have to travel to the already 
over stretched Addenbrooke’s. 

After the meeting with Lucy 
Frazer, Ms Watson said: “Ely’s 
MIU provides a critical service 
to the residents of our local rural 
community, which takes some of 
the pressure away from A&E de¬ 
partments at Addenbrooke’s and 
the Queen Elizabeth hospitals. 

“I’m pleased that discussions 
about the future of Ely’s MIU ap¬ 
pear to be moving in a positive 
direction. Meanwhile, it’s imper¬ 
ative that our local community 
continue to make appropriate 
use of the MIU.” 

Earlier this month the CCG 
stressed no formal decisions had 
yet been made about the future 
of the units and it was still ex¬ 
ploring options for the develop¬ 
ment of three rural care hubs as 
a “one-stop-shop” solution for 
“both planned and urgent health 
services”. 

The group added that the pub¬ 


lic “voice had influenced their 
thinking about the different op¬ 
tions and possibilities.” 

Phase one of the urgent care 
model will be implemented next 
year, providing the opportunity 
for further public consultation. 

After receiving the petition Ms 
Frazer said: “The strength of feel¬ 
ing to keep Ely’s MIU is clear. I 
have had many discussions with 
the CCG and others about its fu¬ 
ture over the past months. 

“I am pleased that the CCG are 
making steps in the right direc¬ 
tion and I will continue to fight to 
ensure that services continue at 
the Princess ofWales.” 

An electronic version of the pe¬ 
tition was also started by Carol 
Harley-Griffith, on the Parlia¬ 
mentary Petition website in sup¬ 
port of the MIUs at Ely, Dodding¬ 
ton and Wisbech. 

The petition remains open un¬ 
til Febuary 2,2017, and it current¬ 
ly has 3,655 signatures.

Food banks see 
demand increase 


Demand for food banks in 
Cambridgeshire has rock¬ 
eted by half this month com¬ 
pared to last December. 

The number of residents 
using food banks in the 
Cambridgeshire area has 
also increased by 15 per cent 
this year compared to 2015. 

Organisers attribute the 
increase partly to the cold 
weather in early December, 
meaning people have had 
to fork out more on heating 
bills. 

They also say changes to 
the national benefits sys¬ 
tem, including delays to pay¬ 
ments, as well as sickness 
and chronic debt problems 
have added to the problem. 

Director Cambridge City 
Foodbank, Ion Edney, said: 
“There has been a big in¬ 
crease this Christmas. I’d 
say probably this December 
we’ll shift half as much ex¬ 
tra, so a 50 per cent increase 
from last year. 

“Recently I met a woman 
who told me she had £38 
for the week to cover all her

costs for her family with two 
school age children. Her 
husband had lost his job 
when the company closed 
and there had been a delay 
in getting benefit payments. 

“She told me her kids were 
very understanding and 
knew not to expect Santa to 
visit them. Of course what 
she was doing was looking 
anywhere she could to find 
ways to add a few things ex¬ 
tra for their Christmas which 
was why she had come to the 
food bank. 

Mr Edney also stressed the 
problem of payday loan debt 
was having a crippling im¬ 
pact on his customers ability 
to provide for themselves. 

The problem extends to 
rural areas of Cambridgesh¬ 
ire too, where one of the out¬ 
posts of the Ely Food bank 
in Haddenham report prob¬ 
lems with hidden pockets of 
rural deprivation. 


And where the issue of 
‘shame’ prevents some peo¬ 
ple from getting the help 
they need, not just at Christ¬ 
mas, but throughout the 
year. 

Associate Priest, Grunty 
Fen Group, Diocese of Ely, 
Rev’d Dr jenny Gage said: 
“We opened this year and 
we have seen the demand 
increase as the weather has 
gotten worse. 

“I think it’s shameful that 
in this day and age and in a 
country like Britain we need 
food banks, but on the other 
hand given that we do peo¬ 
ple’s generosity is remark¬ 
able as we saw with all the 
Christmas boxes we received 
this month. 

“People don’t want to be 
seen to be relying on food 
banks. We have one person 
who works with families who 
comes in for them because it 
makes it a little bit easier.”

Everything is the biggest, the 
shiniest, the blingiest...). 

The waterworks were so moving 
they brought on my own water¬ 
works. In my defence, the jets were 
dancing to Enrique Iglesias' Hero... 
in Spanish and I may have been a 
little over-tired thanks to the 
previous day's brunch. 

You haven't done Dubai until 
you've done a Friday brunch. In a 
city where a glass of wine can cost 
more than £20, they are a cost- 
effective way to dine in style. 

Just don't expect breakfast foods. 
Dubai brunches don't start until 
midday and are decadent, dressed- 
up affairs. 

The Feed Me Friday one at the W 
hotel's Level Seven restaurant starts 
from AED 395 (approx £85) rising to 


AED 595 (approx £128) for which 
you get as much food as you like, 
free-flowing Veuve Clicquot, 
cocktails and house beverages. 

Drink sensibly though. Being 
drunk in public is against the law 
here. So are a lot of other things we 
take for granted in the West. Look 
them up before you travel. 

I gorged on prawns, paella, steak, 
shellfish, lobster and lamb. And 
forget dessert trolleys. Try dessert 
rooms. TWO of them. Chocolate 
cake, cheese cake, muffins, 
mousse... there was even a popcorn 
machine and candy floss. 

Level Seven is one of two dining 
options within the W. The other is 
Korean/Japanese restaurant Namu 
on the 32nd floor with views over 
the newly built Dubai Water Canal. 

Thanks to the expertise of 
restaurant manager Sophia, we 
sampled a host of dishes for the first 


time, including the Korean special¬ 
ity bibimbap, a tasty mixed rice dish 
and the pork belly-based bossam. 

When you are done eating and 
shopping in Dubai how about some 
dancing? Like a Middle Eastern 
love-child of Ibiza and Vegas (with 
considerably less debauchery), 
beach clubs like Zero Gravity and 
Blue Marlin UAE - sister to the 
Ibiza A-list hangout - have music 
fans and top-class DJs flocking to 
the desert. Located in Dubai Marina 
by Skydive Dubai - just steps from 
where the sky divers touch down - 
Zero Gravity is a stunning pool party 
venue. Lounge on a bed beside the 
infinity pool, hit the dancefloor, or 
just splash about in the cool waters 
of the Persian gulf. 

During our visit Liverpool DJ 
Chris Wright was in charge of music 
while Radio One's Pete Tong and 
Erick Morillo are recent star guests. 

Blue Marlin is around 40 minutes 
drive from Dubai but worth the 
journey if you love house music. A 
huge dancefloor and stage area 
gives way to day beds and sun 
loungers, with music from 1pm- 
11pm and you will find Ibizan 
superstars like Jamie Jones and Joris 
Voorn on the decks. 

If 21st-century Dubai all sounds 
too much for you the old town - 
home to souks and the Dubai 
Museum - offers historic respite. 

For years now friends have been 
telling me I "would love Dubai'' and 
I have to say they were not wrong. 

Open your mind (and your 
wallet!) and give it a go. 


W HEN you think of 

Christmas shopping 
certain destinations 
spring to mind: London,

How about Dubai? 

The desert state has turned retail 
therapy into a veritable art form and 
if it's a choice between shivering 
over mulled wine at a market in 
Munich or enjoying champers in the 
sunshine before browsing designer 
boutiques in air conditioned bliss, 
then bring on the Bolly.

And why open one when you can 
open three? 

One of the city's most ambitious 
projects, A1 Habtoor Hotel 
Collection, is a trio of five-star ones:

Middle East's biggest Westin and the 
UAE's first W hotel, and forms part 
of the A1 Habtoor City development. 

The hotels were inaugurated 
during our stay with a glittering, 
no-expense spared gala. The starter 
before the starter was beluga caviar 
while Cirque du Soleil-style acrobats 
performed over the tables between 
courses. I think you get the idea... 

We stayed in the W which opened 
in June. The W brand is the last word 
(or should that be letter?) in cool 
and our 'Marvellous' room was like 
the Starship Enterprise. Walls of 
mirrors, floor-to-ceiling windows, a 
huge wet room and a free-standing 
bath gave it a sci-fi feel. 

Very fitting in Dubai - a place so 
futuristic that at times it can feel like 
you are holidaying on another 
planet. 

Anyway back to that shopping. 
There are numerous malls here but 
my pick is the Dubai Mall in the 
Downtown district. 

The world's biggest mall, it's 
home to 1200 retailers, an aquar¬ 
ium, ice rink and countless restau¬ 
rants. Its Fashion Avenue gives New 
York's Fifth Avenue and London's 
Bond Street a run for their money 
and there is even an entire level 
dedicated solely to footwear, 
complete with plush sofas and 
carpets so thick you sink into them. 

While I anticipated labels like 
Chanel and Louis Vuitton, it came 
as a surprise to see such stalwarts of 
the UK high street as Boots, M&S 
and Debenhams. There's even a 
Waitrose. Makes sense though when 
you consider almost 90% of people 
living in Dubai are ex-pats and a 
hefty chunk of those are Brits. 

Outside the Mall is the Dubai 
Fountain. The world's largest 
choreographed fountain, it sits in 
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Emma Johnson at Blue Marlin Beach Club, UAE

ROGUE ONE: 

A STAR WARS STORY (12A)

O PENING with the familiar, 
luminous blue legend - "A 
long time ago in a galaxy far, 
far away..." - but not the 
scene-setting title crawl 
reserved for official episodes of the 
Star Wars saga, Rogue One is a 
rollicking, action-packed romp that 
dovetails neatly into George Lucas's 
sprawling, otherworldly opus. 

The visionary film-maker came close 
to self-exterminating his elegant 
handiwork with the abomination of 
Star Wars: Episode I - The Phantom 
Menace. 

Thankfully Rogue One, under the 
assured captaincy of director Gareth 
Edwards - which unfolds shortly before 
Episode IV: A New Hope - learns from 
mistakes of the past and isn't a mindless 
slave to technological wizardry. 

Certainly, there are dazzling visual 
effects and breathtaking battle sequences, 
including cute nods to previous films in 
the series that will have fan boys and girls 
whooping with unrestrained glee. 

Scriptwriters Chris Weitz and Tony 
Gilroy preach to the converted with 
lovingly recycled lines of dialogue - "I've 
got a bad feeling about this...” - and even 
repurposed old footage. 

However, a disappointingly linear plot 
occasionally clunks and grinds like an 
AT-AT combat walker with a rusty knee 
joint, and characters' heartfelt diatribes 
about the corruptibility of morals in the 
white hot crucible of war only land 
glancing blows. 

The Galactic Empire begins 
construction of a new superweapon under 
the command of research director Orson 
Krennic (Ben Mendelsohn). 

If this behemoth, powered by the same 
Khyber crystals as lightsabers, becomes 
fully operational, the Imperial 
Military will crush all resistance. 

From the Rebel Alliance 
headquarters on Yavin 4, Mon 
Mothma (Genevieve O'Reilly) 
and other council members 
hastily prepare a response. 

They despatch Captain 
Cassian Andor (Diego Luna) 
and a reprogrammed enforcer 
droid, K-2SO (Alan Tudyk), to 
rescue lyn Erso (Felicity lones) 
from an Imperial labour camp 
on Wobani, knowing she can lead them to 
her estranged father, Galen (Mads 
Mikkelsen), one of the architects of the 
Death Star. 

Together, lyn and Cassian must steal the 
design schematics to the superweapon 
from a heavily fortified complex on Scarif, 
aided by blind assassin Chirrut Imwe 
(Donnie Yen), his gun-toting protector 
Baze Malbus (Rang Wen) and Imperial 
pilot defector Bodhi Rook (Riz Ahmed). 
Meanwhile, Orson prepares a test of his 



"planet killer” to impress the Emperor and 
Darth Vader (voiced by lames Earl lones). 

Rogue One: A Star Wars Story is a 
bombastic and frequently bruising film 
that lays bare the harsh realities of conflict 
for the emotionally scarred warriors on 
the ground. 

lones is a plucky heroine, issuing the 
film's central battle cry built on the 
unswerving belief that "rebellions are built 
on hope” and Luna is a solid foil.

Tudyk provides the droll comic relief 
the robotic sidekick, who is hard-wired to 
say whatever "comes into his circuits” 
Director Edwards conjures some 
magnificent action sequences that look 
spectacular in 3D, and Michael 
Giacchino's score nods affectionately to 
the stirring themes of lohn Williams from 
many moons ago. 

Unlike Lucas' prequels, this is a step 
back in time that signals a bright future.

ROBBIE Mason said the chance to 
become Soham Town Rangers’ new 
manager was simply too good to turn 
down as he accepted the offer to take 
over the reins at Julius Martin Lane. 

Mason had been running the first 
team with Will Lawton and Lloyd 
Groves after the departure of joint- 
managers Robbie Nightingale and 
Dave Theobald. 

And he is thrilled to be taking 
on the job full time, excited by the 
challenge and highly motivated to 
keep the team competitive in the 
Ryman League, North Division. 

“I thought about (taking the job) 
quite a bit and I’m very happy to 
take on the role,” said Mason. 

“It was too good an opportunity to 
turn down. I don’t want to look back 
and think ‘what if?’ The club have 
been great to give me this chance. To 
be able to come into management at 
a semi-professional club is not a bad 
position to be in at all. 

“I’m really looking forward to 
going on from here.” 

Mason and Groves were running

The Robins’ fate was sealed 
when Clacton made it 4-2 five 


minutes later. 

“If you defend like we did you 
deserve to get beaten in any game,” 
said Stone. 

“The goals we gave away were 
embarrassing. We were good going 
forward and played some lovely 
stuff but we didn’t do the basics in 
defence.”
